A few months betore the war began, 
this chieftain declares, proposals to the 
efiect that Albania should throw in her 
lot with the Balkan league were made 
to him by Montenegro, and in return 
for this Albania was. promised a 
separate constitution, although Skutari 
Was reserved for Montenegro. 

These ideas pleased the chief and he 
telegraphed to Ismail Kemal Bey and to 
Prenk Bil Doda, the Mirdite prince, who 
Were then at Milan, asking for an ap- 
pointment to discuss the whole question, 
‘logether with other princes and chief- 
tains he went to Milan early in 
September of last vear, and there had a 
conference with Ismail Kemal Bey and 
Prenk Bib Doda. ; 

The majority of chieftains present 
Were, It appears, in favor of accepting 
the Montenegrin proposals, but. Ismail 
Kemal! Bey tinally seeured their rejection. 
This, the Messagyero’s informant consid- 
ers. Was a fatal mistake. and declares him- 
kelf as firmly convinced that if the pro- 
posals of the Balkan league had been 
accepted at Milan, “Albania would have 
been born sword in hand, and would 
have gained for herself her own liberty 
by the blood her people. In that 
case We should have perhaps had a dif- 
ferent destiny from that which probably 
aWaits us.”

At the Philosophical hall in Leeds Mrs, 


Pethick Lawrence delivered an able de- 


fense of militaney recently. She began 
her address by saying that the first mis- 
apprehension in the minds of many peo- 


ple was that the suffragist movement 
was primarily and essentially a women’s 
movement. It was no such thing. It 
was a great movement for human lib- 
erty, and that was a sexless tdeal which 
affected men as vitally as women. 

In answer to a question put to her why 
physical force should be resorted to, Mrs. 
Lawrence put this consideration before 
her audience: it was never the Women in 
this movement who chose the weapon of 
physical force. ‘The weapon of physical 
force was thrust upon them by the gov- 
ernment or their adherents who deliber- 
ately adopted it because they felt that 
on that plane they would always have 
women at a_ disadvantage. Physical 
force was first used when women got 
tired of being ignoretl at public meetings 
and began to insist upon having answers 
to their questions. The women were as- 
saulted by the stewards but it was the 
women not’ the assaulters who were put 
in prison. 

Suppose the women had refused to 
take up this challenge, and had said, “It 
vou meet me in argument [ will fight, 
but if you meet me with physical force 
I will give in”? If they had done that 
the movement would have been crushed 
by physical force. 

The real fomenters of the present 
spirit of anarchy were the government, 
continued Mrs. Lawrence, firat because 
they had broken the spirit of the consti- 
tution ‘in declaring that the principle 
that taxation and representation should 
go together did not hold in the case 
of women; secondly, because they or 
their adherents had incited the women 
in their militant action when Mr. As- 
quith deliberately declined to meet a 
deputation of distinguished women and 
when they had adopted forcible feeding; 
thirdly, because they had dealt with the 
question with unprecedented fraud and 
trickery. The movement in fayor of the 
enfranchisement of women, was, in Mrs. 
Lawrence's opinion, one of the greatest 
religious movements which the world had 
ever seen. 

At a debate in the conference room of 
the National Liberal Club held recently, 
after prolonged and animated discus- 
sion, a resolution was carried by 57 
votes to 35 to the effect that it was 
in the best interests of 
the empire to grant the suffrage to 
women while the present disorder con-

CAPE TOWN, S. Africa Former Pres- 
ident Steyn has given his views on the 
political situation caused by the dif- 
ference between General Botha and Gen- 
eral Hertzog, in the Bloemfontein 
Friend. ~ 

Though a good deal of interest 

heen aroused by the publication, its 
author has been too long cut off from 
the active political life of the country 
for his opinion on the course of events 
to be influential in any great degree. In 
the interview, the former President said 
he thought the solution of the crisis lav 
along the lines of self-sacrifice. It would 
not be an impossible thing for General 
Botha and General Hertzog to work 
together, if they were both ready to 
sacrifice their private feelings. If this 
could not be done then they should indi- 
cate some one whom they could both sup- 
port. The resignation of General Botha 
‘shoul?’ then take place, and a ministry 
‘should be formed by the individual indi- 
cated, A general election would then 
immediately take place. 
Attention is drawn in some quarters 
to thé similarity of former President 
Steyn’s proposals witle those put forward 
Wy General Hertzog early in the parlia- 
" mentary session, when efforts were still 
being made at conciliation. 

In the House of Assembly a remarka- 
ble warning, has been delivered by Mr. 
Maasdorp, a ministerialist in high stand- 
ing among the members for the Cape. 
He said that General Botha’s policy 
might be described as a policy of concil- 
lation, whilst General Hertzog’s was a 
policy of two streams. The result of 
the further prosecution of the opposing 
policies would be to tear the country 
’ asunder again, by producing a racial war 
such as South Africa had not hitherto 
seen. In this struggle the South African 
party would be torn in sunder and the 
credit of the country would be destroyed 
at a time when capital was never’ more 
necessary. 

The partizans of General Hertzog. 
organized under the title of the nationa! 
vigilance committee, met in Bloemfon- 
tein recently and passed a series of res- 
olutions against General Botha’s minis- 
try. One of the resolutions demanded 
his resignation on the ground of his 
weak attitude -with regard to the 
national and language questions. 

Another resolution fawored the sup- 
port of Mr. Cresswell, by the members 
of the House of Assembly, in his motion 
that the government no longer possessed 
the confidence of the House. Strong dis- 
approval was also expressed by the con- 
ference of further contributions to the 
British fleet, and of the proposal to send 
2 minister to England, since South Africa 
was not in a prosperous enough condition 
to make further contributions. 

The opinion was also given that where 
the interests of South Africa and the 
British empire did not coincide, those of 
South Africa should have the precedence. 
Finally, a recommendation was issued 
that the members of the Union Parlia- 
ment should be instructed to cooperate 
on the lines of former President Steyn’'s 
advice, or be requested to resign.

Rope Production 


American hemp is also used to some 


,extent in the manufacture of ship rope, 
navy yard almost everything can be} but as yet nothing has appeared to take 


the place of, the Philippine material. 
Filipinos hate for many vears_ been 
experts in cutting and drying the hemp 
leaves and after the arrival of Ameri- 
cans in the eastern islands the industry 
became increasingly flourishing. The 
high price of the m. nila hemp has led 
to much searching for substiiutes. 
Some fibers lend themselves fairly well 
to rope making. 

The Boston nevy yard rope-walk is 
capable of manufacturing 2500 tons of 
rope a year. Sometimes visitors express 
surprise that such an amount of rope is 
necessary. Remarks are made _ that 
modern warships show very little rope- 
work, what with the disappearing of 
sails and so forth. The rope expert will 
reply that while it is true that the sails 
are gone, there are several other 
ways in which rope is now used aboard 
a warship,—awnings are to be tied, bags 
for coal and ammunition require sewing; 
in fact, more rope of one kind or another 
is used today than ever. 

In passing over the navy grounds, 
which cover almost 90 acres, interesting 
scenes are witnessed. Here you will 
notice a trio of marines at work on a 
cannon, polishing it until it shines so 
brightly that reflections of the men are 
to be seen as in a mirror. At another 
place a dozen or more blue jackets are 
busy with flags, signaling. This sema- 
phore process, used extensively in the 
navy and army, necessarily entails close 
study and it is only one of a number 
of things practised regularly hy the 
United States marines at the navy yard.

over hot water till it dissolves. Drain a can of salmon and flake the 
fish, removing all bones and skin. Add to it a tablespoonful of lemon 
juice, a tablespoonful of chopped parsley and half a teaspoonful of salt; 
next stir in the boiled dressing and then the hot gelatin. Mix well. Turn 
into molds to cool. Serve with either mayonnaise or a cucumber sauce.—

DRYING PRUNES 


(Translated from the French.) 


Take some fine ripe greengages or 
plums; be very careful to see that they 
are not bruised or otherwise damaged. 
Put them separately on a sieve in a slow 
oven, for about four or five hours, then 
take them out, turn them over, and re- 
place them in the oven, repeat this 
process three or four times, until they 
are more or less dry. Then put them 
for a few days in a dry and airy place. 
Keep them in baskets or sacks between 
layers of laurel leaves. 

Cherries can be dried in the same way 
as prunes, but they should be put only 
once in the oven, and finished in the 
sun. They can be dried in bunches.

ASPARAGUS SOUP 


After boiling the stalks of asparagus 
till tender put them in layers in a bak- 
ing dish, each layer with cream sauce 
and a sprinkling of seasoned bread 
crumbs, having the crumbs dotted with 
butter.

NEW YORK—Local yvachismen and 
especially the members of the New York 
Yacht Club are today awaiting with 
much interest the announcement of 
what action the Royal Ulster Yacht Club 
of London will take on its letter regard- 
ing the latest challenge of Sir T. J.

A palace of logs with 38 fireplaces piled 
high with the resinous and fragrant pine 
of the Ozarks—-indeed two palaces, which 
were built with over 12,000 hewn logs—is 
described in a delightful story in the 
Bellman about the fiddlera of the Ozark 
mountains. The account begins with a 
mention of the “Arkansaw Fiddler” and 
that famous tune seems to echo all 
through the pages which show in picture 
and printed word how the men of this 
hardy and happy mountain land have 


‘been encouraged to make an art of the 


traditional fiddling of the region. “Tur- 
key in the Straw” and “Leather 
Breeches,” “Mississippi Sawyer” and 
“Blackeye Susie” are some of th® favorite 
tunes which 40 fiddlers sawing away all 
st the same time played to the audience 
that packed the big log halls. 

These fiddling contests were inaugu- 
rated by a man who says he had followed 
the call of the wild away from cities. 
The audience overflowed the Jog halls in 
time and then the contest was arranged 
out of doors on a starry night. The 
grounds near the fiddling houses were 
lighted with electricity and a staging 
erected with five ascending platforms. 
On the lowest sat banjoists, guitar, flute 
and jows-harp players, who were enter- 
taining the fiddlers. Then stage bv stage 
the 40 fiddlers were sifted, till at last 
three contestants were left to be led to the 
top stage. Here one was crowned king 
of the Ozark fiddlers, and one was made 
his lord high chancellor and a small boy 
fiddler of talent was made prince regent. 
The man named the fiddler king shows 
in the picture a keen cut Saxon face 
with deep-set, intense eyes that seem to 
see things far off indeed as he wields his

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AT the man who so often celebrated

Estimates and Oranges 
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The county of Riverside is the banner 
one for oranges in California, says the 
Los Angeles Times. There are in that 
county 1,021,957 orange trees, and the 
exact number of boxes of oranges picked 
from them in 1910, a good year, was 
2,006,902 boxes. Now that is about the 
average vield of the orange trees of the 
state. There are groves of mature trees 
in exceptionally favored situations, and 
exceptionally well cared for, that pro- 
duce year in and year out perhaps five 
boxes to the tree. At the most that 
would be $400 or $500 an acre gross, and 
when all the €@xpenses are paid the re- 
sults are not what they might be 
thought to be from the prices paid for 
fancy property. At two boxes to the 
tree the income from the crop would be 
about $150 to $200 an acre, and when all 


tthe expenses are paid this leaves no 
millionaire income for the owner.

The California answer to such a question draws a clear distine-

bid all alien settlement. It is a pohey clearly not to be judged bv 
the experience of other states in their reception and Americanizing 
of late-arriving peoples.

inconsiderately demanding that he show him- 
self in an official capacity and listen unto 
words of welcome often as platitudinous as 
sincere.

been without its compefisations, for it has brought about between 
the official and the public he ts to serve an unusual degree of intimacy, 
and given him a chance to define himself and his policy to a variety 
of groups the support of each one otf which 1s important to the 
schools. 
3ut while touring the dining clubs evenings the new superin- 
tendent. has been probing the schools during the day, and his first 
formal recommendations to the school committee relative to desirable 
changes indicate that he is to preach elimination of waste and greater 
administrative efficiency.

If public opinion as vet 
will not support an extension of the school year, then so much of 
the vear as is to be devoted to education must be more economically 
used. Only fundamentals must be emphasized. Time set apart for 
education must not be used for aught else. Many and various social 
functions cannot be permitted to invade hours set apart for intellec- 
tual discipline, and must be carried on with simplicity and never in 
a way to emphasize distinctions based on wealth or lack of it. Prob- 
lems of administration, including dealing with parents, should be 
met and settled during hours net .set apart for teaching. Where 
feasible the time limit for instruction should be extended, and if not 
that, then the number of hours during which the pupil may use 
school equipment for purposes of consultation and preparation for 
class-room work. .

Protessor Proctor tound much intelligent appreciation in 
United States, and he repeatedly complimented the alertness of Ins 
American audiences. For a time he was a resident of one of the 
western cities of this country.

Par- 
ticularly was he on intimate terms with Professor Pickering of Har- 
vard, and these two had much to do with the creation of that interest 
In astronomical research and discoverv to which the republic ts 
indebted tor such gifts as the Lick observatory in California and the 
Yerkes observatory in Illinois. 

Through the efforts of Miss Mary Proctor, daughter of the 
English astronomer, herself a writer and lecturer on astronomical 
subjects, interest in a project cherished by her father and by Pro-. 
fessor Pickering has been kept alive. Plainly stated, this, con-— 
templates little more or less than the sy stematizing and coordinating 
of the work of the great observatories scattered throughout the world, 
each one of which has been carrving on its activities independently 
of all the others. Through the donation of $60,000. by Thomas 
Cawthorn, a New ‘Zealander, a beginning, at least, has been made 
toward the founding of a solar physics observatory, gan institption 
that is intended to brng all the great observatories now Existing 
ito cooperation. = T here isa centrelizing idea behind the plan ‘which 
is extremely modern, and which has earned for the scheme the name 
of “solar trust.” Whatever excuse there:-may be for the application 
of this title, the bringing about of the conditions likely within a 
short time to make tor the more efficient work of all great observa- 
tories is due to the labors expended on the project by Miss Proctor 
during the last five vears. When _the solar physics observatory 
shall be i 2 complete operation. it will be possible to obtain from each 
observatory results along special lines. Thus, overlapping will be 
prevented, efficiency increased and greater progress made posstble. 
In a large sense. all this will be accomplis shed through the applica- 
tion of modern business principles to astronomical exploration. In 
other words, it will be putting into tangible and practical form the 
wish and hope of two great students of the heavens, Proctor and 


Pickering.

zilian coffee valorization by the United 
States department of justice, the Brazilian 
measure implies a very serious loss to the American flour exporters, 
for this less is estimated at no fess than $3,000,000 per vear. . But 
the point is not so much the loss'im itself as the fact that the competi- 
tor to whom that trade is given 1s the Argentine nulling industry: 
\Vere the competing interests :uropean, the trade might be won back, 
but the struggle against the growing flour-nnull interests of Brazil's 
southern neighbor. who happens to — ofthe greatest wheat pro- 
ducers of the globe, is a matter that transcends mere business very 
considerably. 

Some months ago attention was called in an item from Rio de 
Janeiro appearing on the Latin-American page of this paper, to an 
outspoken article published by one of the leading Argentine papers,’ 
La Nacion ot Buenos Aires, dealing with United States flour exports 
to Brazil as competing with Argentine Hour. La Nacion charged 
the American government “with perpetually holding threats of 
increased coffee duties over Braztl. in order to force Brazil to make 
more and more concession$ to Américan flour,”” and went so far as 
to demand that the Argentine government, though obviously a per- 
fect stranger to the question, should “retahate vigorously against 
American “goods.” la Nacion thought that Satisiactory arrange- 
iments could be made between brazil and Argentina “in favor otf the 
Argentine flour mills with their enormous producing capacity. 

The attitude of the Amerjcan ve toward the pres 
valorization scheme elaborated by the Sao Paulo interests, whateve 
the ethical aspect of the case may be, has given a boost to the move- 
ment for a complete reconciliation and a close understanding between 
Argentina and Brazil of which the world has heard so much in the 
last twelvemonth. Much of the rapprochement was purely spec- 
tacular, although it seems probable that the two nations are steadily 
drawing together under the pressure of entirely new. developments 
foreshadowed by the completion of the Panama canal. But what 
has been lacking, relatively, is the economic element to cement the pro- 
posed consolidation of interests. That economic cement unques- 
tionably becomes reinforced by the arrangement for suppressing 
American flour imports into Brazil and thereby turning the market 
over to the Argentine mills “with their enormous producing capacity.”’ 
Viewing the whole matter in an impartial way and in a broad light, 
it-must be admitted that the situation, with its artificial values, was 
bound to become untenable sooner or later, and that the logical 
solution is that which opens, to the Argentina interests, their natural 
market. Given American consumption of coffee and rubber, the Bra- 
zilians are not very apprehensive of losing that market through 
American retaliation. But that is not the right conclusion. Retal- 
jation will not solve the problem. The concitision tor the American 
merchant from all this is, we. think, that he must build at least as 
solidly in South America as he does at home, and probably more so. 
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
